Grayling--With no clear leader in the race for the North 
American Rally Association’s 1977 national championship, 
top performance ratly drivers from the mid-West will gather 
here May 21 to try their luck on the fifth annual running of 
the 20 Stages Rally. After Ron Richardson's victory on the 
Olympus Rally in Washington state and Hendrik Blok’s 
recent win in California's Rim of the World, the 20 Stages 
may be crucial to the final outcome of the year's 
competition. 

The third of 10 events in NARA’S America’s Rally Cup 
championship, the 20 Stages ts the first series event to oecur 
east of the Mississippi and is a part of formal Michigan Week 
Activities. Jim Walker of Ann Arbor, driving a 1972 Volvo 
142S, plans to defend his record of three previous wins on 
the 20 stages. One of his most serious challengers will be 
Gene Henderson of Pinckney in a 1976 Jeep Cu-7. 

Other hopefuls include Brian Rebney of Saginaw, 
Michigan in his hardy 1971 Datsun 510; Guy Light of Bay 
City in a new Jeep Gd-7, Erie Jones vi Coiumnbus, Gio 
driving his veteran Datsun 510; and Tom Tolles of Chetsea, 
Michigan who plans to improve on his third place finish of 
last year. A total of 40 entries is anticipated ranging in

The company a division of 
Victor Comptometer Co.. deci- 
ded to take the case to the 
courts. and the NLRB peti- 
honed the Sixth District Court 
or an order to enforce its 
decision. 

Bear based its appeal upon 
Wailther's opinion, which claim- 
ed the affiliattion issue was 
presented to the workers. and 
bargaining unit employees were 
not given the opportunity to 
collectively discuss and con- 
sider the question of affillation 

The Sixth District Court has 
concurred with this opinion, 
according to the court's clerh’s 
records there, but only an order, 
not a written opinion, has yet 
been entered. 

Gary Swanson, president of 
the UAW Local 1903 said 
Tuesoay ne suii nas heara 
nothing from the legal depart- 
ments of the UAW and is noi 
sure wnat the next move for the 
union will be. 

He said there were a number 
of options available to the 
strikers at this time but no 
definite decision will be made 
until they have had a chance to 
study the written arguments 
and discuss them with the legal 
advisors af the Union.

One thing that must work though in our community is a 
concerted effort for each of us to do everything we car to help in 
the investigation.

Griffin Gone 


Michigan’s veteran Republican Senator 
quits as his power bases disappear 


Leave it to Bob Griffin to come up with 
the unexpected, 

| refer, of course, to the y 
announced decision by the Hon. Robert P. 
Griffin, senior United States Senator from 
Michigan, that he has decided to call it quits 
in the United States Congress after his 
present term. He won't run in 1978. 

The decision is surprising because Sen. 
Griffin is still at the politically tender age of 
53, although he has been in one chamber or 
another in Conqress for 22 years. He started 
young, you see. And yet the decision is not 
Surprising at all to some of those who have 
known and observed Bob Griffin in action 
for years. 

The reason for Griffin's decision is not 
Crystal-clear an the surface. Predictably, 
Sen Griffin intoned something about 
wanting to do other things while he still was 
able, and wanting to get acquainted with his 
family, and things like that. 

| would guess there is much more to it 
than those reasons, although they'll do for 
now, more probably, tney are the end resuit 
of a longer and more complicated process 
of evaluation by the senator. 

Bob Griffin went to Washington in the 
first place as something of an upstart. He 
did the unexpected when he challenged an 
incumbent. Rep. Ruth Thompson of Muske- 
gon in the Republican primary, and won,

fal WwaS way bach in 1956. 

After a few terms in the House of 
Representatives. Griffin became a bit 
restless. At one time, he talked with 
intimates about the possibility of running 
for tieuténant goveror of Michigan on the 
George Romney ticket. with the implied 
plan of succeeding Romney as governor of 
Michigan, That's the route followed by 
Griffin's fellow Traverse Citian, William G, 
Milliken. 

Instead, Griffin assumed a technician's 
role in Washington, helping to engineer the 
coup that installed Gerald R. Ford of Grand 
Rapids as Reoublican ieader of the House. 
Again. Griffin was something of an upstart 
in that role.

Washington and Michigan, are in fresher 
memory. But the flirtation with the 
lieutenant governor's job—a step that would 
have been considered a demotion by most 
political observers—underlines one of Grif- 
fin’s approaches to public service. 

What would be left for Griffin now in 
Washington? Conceivably he could con- 
tinue another two or three terms in the 
Senate—if he could get reelected, which 
was at least an even-money bet. 

He would be a Republican senator in a 
Demuuaiiy sanaté and with a Democratic 
administration, at east for four years and 
more likely for eight years. That combina- 
tion can create quite a stifling climate fora 
minority lawmaker, especially one with a 
tendency toward restlessness. 

Griffin had tasted the fiavor of power, as 
Republic whip and as the President's close 
ally in the Senate. President Carter took 
away one of Griffin's footholds among the 
mighty by defeating President Ford last 
November; and Sen. Howard Baker dispat- 
ched his lsadershig nopes, and ne was 
relegated once more to the “just another 
senator’ category. 

Loss of the White House to a Democrat 
aiso toGk away ancther possibility 
Griffin—appointment to the United States 
Supreme Court. 

Close watchers of the Griffin career can 
point out that he seemed to show the most 
verve and do his best work not in the 
legislative and substantive parts of his job 
as a member of the nations’ law-giving and 
deliberative bodies: instead, Bob Griffin 
excelled at the behind-the-scenes activities, 
which dealt not so much with what was 
being done in the Congress as with how it 
was being done, 

The Landrum-Griffin Bill—a landmark 
piece of jegislation—indicates Bob Griffin 
could handle that part of the business too: 
but hig heart seemed to be in the mechanics 
af the process. 

Once at the top, or near the top. it's tough 
to be content in the back row. I'd guess Bob 
Griffin was not content. and that’s wny he's 
not running again.
